SPARKS FROM MARK 

Several weeks ago a number of 
us from our parish participated in the annual 
Diocesan Pastoral Ministry Days (PMD) in 
Spearfish. This year's topic was “Liturgy”. 
We spent the two days reflecting on the call of 
the Church in the work of renewal of the 
Liturgy. We also looked at the principles of 
good liturgy and spent time reviewing the 
survey results that every parish filled out this 
past October. 

At the end of our two days together, we were 
asked to fill out an evaluation form asking 
questions, such us, what went well, what 
sessions did we like the best, and what we 
would change to make PMD better next year. 

In a similar way, our Lenten journey for the 
last five weeks, has been a way for us to take 
an evaluation of our spiritual lives, asking our 
selves how we are living the Gospel of Christ 
in our lives on a daily basis. What are the 



stumbling blocks? What do we need to let go 
of in our lives so that Jesus may live more 
fully in us. 

In the end, all of theses evaluations and soul 
searching this Lent leads us to a renewed life 
in Christ, where we are able to pray and sing 
anew our “Easter Alleluias.” 

The next several weeks we, as a parish 
community, will be filling out an evaluation- 
survey to look more deeply at our faith 
formation program at Our Lady of the Black 
Hills. What works and what needs to be 
changed? Is the faith formation program at 
OLBH helping the children, youth, teachers, 
parents, and adults to have a greater 
understanding of the teachings of Christ and 
the way we live Jesus during the week, in our 
homes, schools, place of work and 
community? 

By taking the time to do an honest 
assessment of the Faith formation program at 
OLBH, you will help to continue to build on 
the rich tradition of this active and vibrant 
community of faith—leading us to live as 
Resurrected people.

•How do you enter the tomb (death) or die to 
self to live in Christ?
